Ninety-fivc percent of the 
sun wll be blotted from view, and the city will fall into a .italt: of aenii-darlcnesî. At Toronto lher«i 
will be a total cciipae. Canadian scien|li.st3 have Roit e lo Longes Corners, near Hamilton, Ontario, where 
the eclipse can be studied lo the greAtesl advantag e. There will not be another eclipse in this part of 
the country for another 219 year.1.

In the opinion of Sir Andrew Macphail. ideas have a very, 
definite life — I hey arc. bovn, they live, sometimes they die, but 
often they continue, ever gaining in weight with the passing of 
* the ages. Of|!en. .hpwnver, they arc transmitted to the public in a 
- very dislo^J.ed form. The public retains the idea received in one 
.tnal^ticular form, and the form of this idea is long kept before the 
ppublic -is finaMy purged of it. Of all the important ideas of man. 
perhaps the most outstanding is tha» of evolution. This idea had 
its birth as soon -ro s men appreciated the simple fact of variation 
in nature. It grew under the fostering of Greek thinkers, who oc- 
casionallj' expounded it in a most complete form;'- We .have an ex- 
cellenit example of this in the statement "All nature is one sub- 
stance, subjected to dhe two opposing forces of attraction and 
repulsion". The cvolution-idca received its particular application 
to biology from Charles ^Darwin, while now, after the lapse of 
manj' years, it lives again as a great synthetic jthought. . This 
thought holds the universe as one embracing whole, out .of. which 
all differentiation evolves, out of which all matter, .is. gen.crated, 
and into which the multitudinous forms and manifestations of the 
unit maj' some day return. 

Lectures of the kind delivered yesterday afternoon by Sir 
Andrew Macphail, popular in nature, yet teaching much, are 
^ones that students should cndcavouj- to ajttend. They arc instru- 
mental in adding much valuable general knowledge to the 
store of material acquired in the class room.

(Coiitlmiod îrom page one) 
"I'ho . ninn will of c/ourse, throw a 
shadow on iho wall. Now If ho 
passes between this lamp and à pic- 
ture hanging on that wall his .shadow 
Will fall on tho picture and It will be 
o<!llpscd. That Is exactly what will 
hiippwi Saturday. ' The moon whl 
throw off tt conical ahadw, the aiiex 
of which In Ihls ciiso, will extend In- 
to the surface at the earth iiiid n, 
diLik ollpl'cal .ihadow will res'ilt 
from Iho Intnrpenolr.itlon of Ihia cono 
with the. earth's sphere. That sha- 
<low will bring on all thu apcnranccs 
m n ght." 

.M the nioiii'iil of eclip.so the .sky 
will be overea.ll. Jn the path of thn 
shadow It will bo pitch dark, and 
stars of tho first and second magni- 
tude and the brlg'nter planets will be 
seen. In some cities strcol lamps v/lli 
have lo bn lit.

The "die-h.ards" win make 
their last stand. fJnring the l;i.sl two 
total ocl'p.'^cs the rays of light coming 
from the distant stars were beni as 
K'nstein i)redicled, due to the prox- 
imity of the moon'.i mass. Some sci- 
entists, hwever, hehl that the bend- 
ing ot the.se rays was duo to the light 
b"ing refracled upon pellet r.'i ting the 
cooler air in the cone o£ the moon's 
-shadow. A si)eclal apparatus has been 
set up to make any allowance for 
this. t
